Miss Maud Margaret Gibson has 
placed in the bauds of the Royal So- 
ciety of Medicine a sum of money suf- 
ficient to provide a Scholarship of the 
yearly value of £250, in memory of her 
father, the late Mr. William Gibson, of 
Melbourne, Australia.

Sir Henry Newbolt, MA., Hon. D 
.gow), famous author and educationalist, 
arrived in this city yesterday noon and 
will deliver his first public address this 
evening in the Montreal High School. 
Sir Henry shortly after Iris arrival at- 
tended, in company with the Principal 
Sir Arthur Curric the luncheon which 
was tendered to Dr. Herbert Gray and 
before his departure McGill students will 
be given at least two opportunities to 
listen to this noted visitor. 

"Literature and Life" will be the sub- 
ject of to-night's address, which will 
be given at a quarter past eight in the 
Assembly Hall of the University Street 
School. This lecture is p3rt of the Univ- 
ersity extension scries, and as it is open 
to the general public, it is expected that 
a large number will be present, including 
many students from this and other local 
educational institutions. No admission 
will be charged. 

Sir Henry will aisu speak to McGill 
students in the Royal Victoria College 
tomorrow afternoon at five o'clock and 
on this occasion will take as his sub- 
ject "Poetry and Patriotism." 

Both of these lectures arc attracting 
a great deal of attention among students 
at McGill, for it is a well known fact 
that the works of this author have at- 
tained a national and even world-wide 
reputation. Sir Henry, above all things, 
docs not bdieve in divorcing literature 
from national and individual life and 
this is clearly demonstrated in all hi: 
works. Judging by the topics on which 
he has chosen lo talk it is also quite 
evident that this noted visitor will fur- 
ther expound the vital comicction be- 
tween literature and life and without 
doubt the subject will be dealt with 
a capable and masterly manner. 

To any, who arc even slightly familiar 
with English literature of the past quart- 
er of a century, the name of Sir Henry 
Newbolt must of a necessity be a fa- 
miliar one, for his fame lias spread as 
a result of the publication of such works 
as "Admirals .All", "The Island Race' 
and numerous others. Many of Sir 
Henry's poems arc essentially national- 
istic, aiding in the immortalization of 
•»rcat( historical names and events. The 
twang of the restless sea, which ioars 
against the coast of Devon, is found in 
various poems and further lustre is added 
to such a name as Drake's by lines like : 

"If the Dons sight Devon, I'll quit the

Development of Party Sys- 
tem Traced Through 
History

of government and that of the multi- 
plication party system were read at a 
meeting of the Political Economy Club 
which was held last night. 

Moore, who spoke on the history of 
the parties, said that political parlies 
in the modern meaning of the term 
were of recent origin. In England, they 
first came into existence in the rcigu 
of Queen Elizabeth. Then, wc note, 
the great cmbiltermetit between the 
political parlies, who became known 
as Whigs and Tories. The Tories, be- 
lieving in the established order oi 
tilings. Wc find that in 17S1 the Whigs 
were divided into many classes, such 
as moderates, extremes and so forth. 
As a result of the French Revolution, 
the Whig party became disrupted. The 
Tories as a result were in power until 
1827. Then in 184o, with the pass- 
ing of the Corn Laws disruption of 
parlies again took place. 

In 1800 Gladstone came into power 
as leader of the Liberals. The year 
1871 saw the commencement of the 
Home Rule agitations; the Irish mem- 
bers forming themselves into a com- 
pact body. There now appeared upon 
the scene Liberals, Conservatives and 
Home Rulers. 

With the defeat oi Disraeli in 1880 
Gladstone once more came back into 
power. With the resignation of Glad- 
slone in 1895, Lord Salisbury came in- 
to power wilh a Unionist majorily. 

The fust \vc hear of the political 
party was in 1872. In 1906 they form 
ed themselves on a socialistic basis

Before a small though highly inter 
cstcil and appreciative audience, Dr 
I IcrhfiTt Gray spoke in the Union yeslcr 
day afternoon on the "Kingdom of God" 
Dr. Gray pointed out that this was not 
a separate address, bul merely a conlin 
uation of what he had started to explain 
: n his previous talks. 

No one said Ihe speaker, can under 
stand Christianity unicss he fully un 
dcrstand the meaning of the term 
'•Kingdom of God". A religious quest- 
ionatrc was recently sent out in England, 
and in reply to ihe question "What do 
you understand by the Kingdom of 
God"? hardly an answer was given. 

The coming of the Kingdom of God 
means the coming of a new social order. 
Christ, speaking at a time of great de- 
pression instilled hope in thr hearts of 
the jK-ople by mention of the coining of 
he Kingdom of God. Christ's message 
of hope was a message to the whole 
human race, ll appeals not only to the 
personal side but also to that side of 
man that strives to achieve noble ideals. 

Not very long ago it was commonly 
believed that tvuth was not nccssary in 
international matters, and that it was 
not even necessary for a plenipotentiary 
to keep his word. It was ll ic duly of 
in ambassador to push the interests oi 
his own country no matter what the 
cost. This is a direct denial of the fund 
ameutais of the Kingdom of God. The 
result of ibis action was inevitably war. 
The late European war was not caused 
by one man but by the way the peoples 
of Europe' were living. There was no 
common loyally in Europe, there was no 
Power whose will was regarded as 
August. There will never be an cud 
of quarreling unless sonic common root 
of loyalty is found. 

Jesus did 'not know the "multitude" 
bul ihe individual, for each oi whom he 
had ihe greatest respect. CI nasi in- 
augurated "the Age of the Child." His 
uflueiice on this age may well be mea- 
sured by the great amount of lime that 
is devoted lo the child at the present 
time. In Christ's time, woman was con- 
sidered man's inferior, but one of the 
great works of Jesus was the equalis- 
ation o fthe sexes. It was Jesus who 
brought lo the attention of the world 
that every one is a son or a daughter of 
God. 

The modern industrial system will not 
stand Ihe test of the Kingdom of God 
in that it uses destroys many lives ;for 
be convenience of others, and therefore 
this system is fundamentally wrong. 

The most fatal livings in Ihe modern 
world are antagonisms, these are most 
prevalent in Ihe shape of racial, inter- 
national, class and sectarian prejudices.

Of Captain Vernot 
nothing need be said for lie is known 
throughout Canada and even in •other 
lands as a speed artist of a very high 
I'qmhutkfli. George represented Can- 
ada y.t llie 'last Olympic games and 
placed in both flic four hundred ana 
■eight hundred meter events. Since that 
time he has added many another win lo 
his already long list of victories and 
there is not much doubt hut that Friday 
night will witness an uddilional swelling 
of the total. 

Jim Ross is ijoing at top speed and has 
managed dining llie past few inoniths 
lo cut down ou his already enviable 
time. Koss swims with an almost per- 
fect stroke and will prove a dangerous 
rival for any bearer of the Ulue and 
While, lie is a well liicd and tested 
veteran, boith in polo and swimming, 
and with Vernot will represent McGill 
in the 50 yds. and the I00 yds. speed 
events. Iloth these swimmers will also 
race in the 2UU yds. relay but the other 
two members of the quartet have not 
been announced as yet. 

In the 1U0 yds. breast stroke t lie Mc* 
Gill team are relying upon Laidley and 
Findlay, while Bethel is practically cer- 
tain to swim the 50 yds. back stroke 
event.

SEVENTY PRESENT 



Strathcona Hall Scene of 
Successful Luncheon 




Some seventy professors and their 
wives with other members of the staff of 
the university met at lunchcan 
Strathcona Mall yesterday to hear Dr. 
Herbert Gray interpret what a Student 
Movement can mean to a country. 

A very pleasant surprise was the 
presence of Sir llejiry Ncwboll, who 
spoke for a short lime at the conclusion 
of Dr. Gray's address. 

J. G. Alaekay introduced tlic speaker. 

'"1 lind it is a good custom for a man 
to talk about ulut he knows and for 
that reason — if there were no other 
1 find it a treat joy to speak to you 
of the Student Christian Movement, foi 
1 feel that I do know that," he bcj;au. 
and Dr. Gray lakes his know ledye from 
twcii'ty-f ivc years in the l>rilish Sludml 
Movement. 

"Tlic "Faith of our fathers'' is un- 
shaken still", ho continued, "but their 
thought forms and theology are no equip 
ment for men in a modern age. And the 
question arises. How are we to change 
the thought forms and yet retain what 
was and is vital in the old religion, — 
God bar, helped the Uritish Student 
Movement to do that in a very wonder- 
ful way. 

Of course the Student Movement 
Could do that when other organization 
were unable because it was free, from 
hindering tradition as well as the sin- 
ester influence of moneyed men. 

h was essential that the Student Move, 
ment should trust the reverent scholar 
It could not b ea Student Movement 
and do otherwise. It had to decide very 
early first, its attitude 1o biblical criticism 
and to realize the value of the bible 
when it is rightly used 

Secondly, its altitude to social service 
and life — as much as to foreign mis 
sions. 

Thirdly, it realized very early that 
Christianty is international in character 
That it claims the loyalty of students 
not to Great Liritain, the United State 
or race, but for a kingdom of God that 
is world wide. 

1 know of nothing of which 1 am more 
proud than to be a member of the 
World Student Christian Federation for 
it was the one international organization 
to survive the war, and when the war 
was over it saw that it was its first 
duty to feed the starving, be they enemy 
or not. The work ol Student Relief 
is the greatest breaching influence in 
"European Affairs". 

Of the broader outlook of the move- 
ment he said — "It is Impossible for 
students to be provincial in outlook and 
be real members — Christians of many 
kinds come with all their prejudices but 
they soon drop them. And it has been 
Presbyterian and more Christian and 
even High Church Anglicans become less 
sharp." 

Of the problem of church Union "It 1 
can never be brought about by, what I 
call, 'Ecclesiastical arpoulry' — by inei 
working on Concordats and clever state 
nicnts that have different meanings for 
different people". — It isn't an organic 
unity that is wanted really." 

"Knowing the Student Movement as 
I do in Great Britain I can see what r 
future it may have in Canadaa — be 
cause what the Student mind needs cat: 
be met by a strong Student Movement. 

The Student is a charmingly delight- 
ful person but he is a peculiar creature. 
He is essentially critical of his elders 
and after. much expérience even college 
presidents have joined that you can't 
"put anything over" on him. Ueeause 
of that the Student Movement is entirely 
student governed. That is not to say it 
is not indebted to older people but its 
Iders have to wait until they arc asked 
help. And I think it is a God-given 
instinct, in students that they will not 
submit to be managed, they refuse to l>c 
\ bustled." 

Sfr Henry Ncwboll stated that he 
knew practically nothing of The Student 
Movement but one or two things bar oc- 
curred -to him while Dr. Gray had been 
speaking. 

"The last two generations have, been 
difficult ones," he said, "when faiths 
have been shattered and dogmas have 
been questioned. As a result there arc 
a large number of people in Great 
Britain in the class which religious 
people refer to as 'indifferent'. They 
live by the principle of 'Live and let 
Live' but they are not willing to commit 
themselves to be identified with any 
denomination. 

"One way that will cause these people 
to be followers is the Dr. Gray's way," 
he said. "That is the process of regard- 
ing human life as something to be lived, 
a pilgrimage. On this pilgrimage there 
is need of a chart. The way that has 
been offered to the world is a great 
example. But this example has been 
obscured by dogmatic pronouncements 
of many theologies. Sects have defend- 
ample at the cost of their own or their 
enemies lives. 

Me then referred to Dr. Gray's hook 
"As Tommy Sees Us", which was writ- 
ten from war experience, and ht pro-

The bill diis week is in many respects 
unique. While the material is not orig- 
inal, it nevertheless uscceeded in holding 
inal, it nevertheless succeeded in holding 
die interest of the audience as even 
Becrboluu Tree in his greatest moments 
was unable to do. Not a sound could be 
heard from those present during the 
entire evening, or for that matter the 
entire week. Programs rustled not. 
Whispers, sneezes, coughs, and the din 
which is rapidly becoming part and 
parcel of the present day theatre, all 
these were still-born. 

While those present were not part- 
icularly responsive or appreciative this 
was atoned for by a complete absence 
of the gasps and gurgles, remarks and 
comments that have marred so many of 
>ur finest visiting productions. 

What was even more remarkable was 
that there were none so thouglrtlcss as 
to entire during the first act and none 
were there not sufficiently courteous 
to remain seated till the last. 

The cast was well selected and their 
work was characterized by a fine rest- 
raint. The melodramatic over-acting 
which threatens to win modern stage 
technique was entirely absent. No fault 
could Ik: found with the presentation on 
this score. 

But although the Montreal public may 
entertain a .sincere, admiration for talent 
and art of so high an order it should be 
remembered that even the most interest- 
ing spectacle may lose its appeal through 
undue rcpititiqn and the managements 
of our local theatres should strive to 
present attraction that possess the charm 
of novelty.

the two-party system, and the multi- 
plication form of parties, said that in 
the 18th century, those who were 
against the government were looked 
upon as a body of intriguers. Oppo- 
sition in those days nearly always led 
to bloodshed. 

Political parties have become a po- 
tent force in all democratic countries, 
fie said that there were several kinds 
of parlies, namoly national, local, so- 
cialist and communist parties. 

Many of the theorists are against the 
party system, because, they say. that 
it places the government in the hands 
of a majority, even though that ma- 
jority migh Ibe very slim. Moreover, 
some of the best men of the country 
are not given ministerial positions, due 
to the fact (hat they belong to the op- 
position party. The two-party system 
tends to subordinate national interests 
to party needs. And that the opposi- 
tion parly arc often in an artificial dis- 
agreement with the party in power un- 
der this form of government. 

The party system is the only thing 
which makes the democratic form of 
government workable. In a two-party 



.system, the government can pass bills 
for the- good of the country, but under 
the multiple system, the party in 
power has to placate all tlic parties to 
keep itself in power. A two-party sys- 
tem simplifies politics, and the general 
public can follow the trend of events 
more easily. It also helped to case the 
transition into democracy. As an ex- 
ample of this we can take the ease of 
England. 

The existence of the multiple sys- 
tem is that no one parly express the 
majority opinion of the people. We 
al.-u note the illegitimate means used 
by the party in power to retain their 
control over the other parties. The 
great disadvantage of this multiple 
system is thai it results in too many 
speakers in the ,llouse. The two-par- 
ty system would be able to do away 
with this disadvantage. 

Those hi favor of the multiple sys- 
tem claim that with only two parties, 
the party in power is only looking after 
its own interests, and not after those of 
the people. But with a multiplica- 
tion of parties, the parly in power has 
always to' "keep on the march," and 



look after the peoples' interests. 

In a two-party system individual 
freedom is practically unknown, l>ul 
this is not the case in the multiple 
system, for the independent could al 
ways ally himself with sonic party 
whose ideals were similar to his own. 

Some of the best thinkers of the 
country are ol" the opinion that the 
tendency to-day is to augment the par- 
ties into two political partie.-. TJie 
speaker disagreed with this and claim- 
ed that the tendency to-day is in fa- 
vor of the multiple parly system. 

After tiie papers had bi en nail, the 
members of the club engaged in a 
very interesting discussion in which 
some of the embryo statesmen gave 
their views on the ideal form of gov- 
ernment .

This 
is tin: only thing that will ultimately 
satify the truly Christan mind.

and nominated jo of their members to 
run for parliament. Al this time the 
the party was divided into two sec- 
tions, namely, Labor-Liberals and 
purely Laboritcs. 

As u direct result of the Great -War 
Lloyd George came into power in 
1910, at the head of a Coalition parly, 
and having a War Cabinet. Then in 
1922 the Coalitionists were defeated, 
and the Conservatives came into 
power with a majority over all the 
other parties. 

Moore then went on to trace the 
history of the political parties in the 
United States. At the lime when the 
Americans got their own independence 
there were two political parties in ex- 
istence, namely, the Federalists and 
the anti-Federalists. From this time 
un Wc note that there were only two 
parties. At limes a third party would 
appear, inn it would soon drop oui of 
existence. 

In 1885 the woman suffrage party 
was formed, but they were unsuccess- 
ful in politics. Then in 1888 the 
labor party wAs, formed, but they, too, 
soon dropped out of existence. To- 
day, in the United States, there arc 
only two parties, namely, the Demo- 
crats and Republicans. 

The study of the history of the 
French political parties proves to be 
very interesting. With the adoption 
of the constitution in 17S5. the politi- 
cal parties started in immediately, the 
two parties al this time being Republi- 
cans and Monarchists. The Socialists 
shortly afterwards appeared upon the 
political scene. From this time on we 
note that the life of the Cabinets was 
very short. A "shuffling of the Cab- 
inet Ministers" frequently' look ptacc. 

The. lirst Parliament erf Australia 
met in J900, and there immediately ap- 
peared upon the scene, the Labor par- 
ty, which proved to be very powerful. 
There were frequent changes of gov- 
ernment, and in 1915, the National 
party appeared. It stayed in power un- 
til very recently:. 

In Canada we lind that in the year 
1S54 there were seven party groups, 
namely,' those led by Crown, Macdou- 
ald, Hincks, MacNab, Gault, the Re- 
formers, and the Parti Rouge. Mac- 
donald succeeded in 1884 in - uniting 
some of the party groups, and the two 
party system prevailed. Then in 1917 
the Progressive party was formed and 
in our recent elections they were very 
prominent, winning a great many 
seats. 

Heron, who discussed the merits of 



from' members in the House hitherto 
in entire agreement with the policies 
of one or other of the disgraced par- 
ties. The wavering ranks of the 
Coalition have broken, and only a 
patch-work government and a flood of 
press comment, supports an otherwise 
fallen ministry. In the popular mind 
there is no doubt that when the 
House meets on Thursday the Gov- 
ernment, now composed of jarring in- 
terests and discordant groups, will, be- 
fore the assault of the virile Conser- 
vative Parly, crumble to dust.
